Albany, N. Y., March 31.—Supreme 
Court Justice James Aloysius O’Gor- 
man, democrat, of New York City, was 
elected United States senator tonight 
by the legislature after the most pro- 
tracted struggle over this position 
ever held in the empire state. . 

On the final ballot, the sixty-fourth, 
he received 118 votes to 80 cast for 
Chauncey M. Depew, whose term ex- 
pired March 4. ; 

The result was in doubt almost to 
the minute of recording the votes, ow- 
ing to the uncertainty as to how many 
of the democratic insurgents, who for 
over two months had prevented an 
election because of their opposition to 
William H. Sheehan would enter the 
second caucus which had been adjourn- 
ed from day to day since Mondey. 

Insurgents Capitulate. 

At the close of a day of almost con- 
tinuous negotiations the insurgents 
capitulated and Justice O’Gorman was 
elected. A few minutes before the bal- 
lot was cast Justice O’Gorman’s res- 
ignation from the dench was filed at 
the office of the secretary of state, as 
a constitutional provision would have 
prohibited his election while holding 
the office of justice of the supreme 


court. 

Wild applause marked the end of the 
long contest and the legislature, driven 
from the state capitol by Wednesday’s 
fire, quickly adopted a resoJution ad- 
jotrning until Aprfl 17. 

Governor Dix tonight expressed grat- 
ification at the result. 

Governor Dix Gratified. 

“The state of New York,” he said, 
“has elected for its representative in 
the federal senate an eminent jurist, 
a man of pronounced ability, of great 
attainments and of the highest char- 
acter. The election of Judge O'Gorman 
cannot but meet with the approval of 
the citizens of this state, regardless 
of party. He will rank with the ablest 
statesmen the senate has known, will 
well represent the empire state and 
bestow honor upon the party that 
elected him. I am gratified at this so- 
lution of the problem which has con- 
fronted the democratic members of 
the legislature for the past ten 
weeks.” . 

Charlies F. Murphy leager of Tajn- 
many Hall, who for weeks has been 
striving to bring about the election of 
Mr. Sheehan, expressed “himself as 
highly pleased at the outcome. 

What Murphy Says. : 

“No better selection could ‘have been 
made by the party after the unfair and 
unmerited defeat of Governor Sheehan, 
whose position before the people *has 
been greatly strengthened,” said Mr. 
Murphy. “Judge O'Gorman needs no 
commendation from anyone, but the 
public undoubtedly will see that in the 
triumph of the majority rule and that 
in sustaining the party Caucus the 
power of the party and its opportuni- 
ties to serve the people have been 
greatly increased.” 

'  @'German a Tammany Leader. 

Tames A. O'Gorman has iong been 
one of the most prominent members 
ef Tammany Hall. He has been one 
of the foremost orators for thirty 
years, having established his reputa- 
tion as a public speaker in its in- 
terests when, at the age of 21, his elo- 
quence was credited with having saved 
a doubtful assembly district. 

Mr. O'Gorman was born on tHe lower 
west side of New York city on May 
5, 1860. He ts the son of Thomas and 
Elien O’Gorman, and marrieq Anne M. 
Leslie in this sity on January 2, 1834. 
They have nine children, seven daugh- 
ters and two sons. 

After finishing a course in the pub- 
lic schools Mr. O'Gorman, as a iad of 
17, entered the college of the city of 
New York and later attended the 
University of New York Law school, 
was graduated and entered at the bar 
in 1882. 

From the\time he cast his first vote 
he aligned himself with Tammany 
Hall, which favored him gererousiy. 

In 1893 he was elected a justice of the 
municipal court, and in 1899 was elect-

Health BoardUnanimous 


ein Action. 
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Only One Slight Amendment 
Made to Ordinance as Pro- 
posed by Alderman Van Dyke. 
Civil Service in the Sanitary 
Department. | 


Without a dissenting vote the fly- 
screen ordinance, as drawn up and pre- 
sented by Alderman Van Dyke, passed 
the board of health at the meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, and will be recom- 
mended to council for passage at the 
meeting ext Monday afternoon. 

The ordinance is a substitute for the 
ordinance previously introduced by Al- 
derman Van Dyke, and is believed to be 
considerably more satisfactory than the 
original measure. 

Wilth the exception of one slight 
amendment the ordinance went through 
just as it was drawn up by Dr. Van 
Dyke, and as it was published in The 
Constitution Friday morning. 

The Solitary Amendment. 

The solitary amendment provides for 
the insertion of the words “and other 
places” in the section which reads as 
follows: “That all persons, firms or 
corporations, their agents or employees, 
in charge of or working at meat mar- 
kets, fish markets, restaurants, bak- 
erles, retail grocery stores and milk 
depots, where articles of food are kept 
or sold or offered for sale, shall thor- 
oughly and securely screen all doors, 
windows or other openings into such 
place so as to prevent the ingfess of 
flies or other insects thereto.” 

There were several bakers and their 
attorneys present to oppose the section 
of the ordinance which required, as they 
understood, that all loaves of bread 
should be wrapped. with paper, but 
when they found the ordinance con- 
tained no such provision they. went 
away satisfied. 

Colonel E. FE. Pomeroy, representing 
the peddlers of the city, urged that the 
section be stricken which requires them 
to put tops on their wagons and to 
screen their fruit and other articles 
ifrom the flies. He said it is an unnec- 
essary hardship because, the peddlers 
handle bananas, oranges and similar 
fruit that is peéled before it is eaten. 

Dr. Bradfield contended that whether 
the fruit is peeled or not, the germs on 
the peel can convey diseases, and he 
opposed the amendment. 


The -board 
took the same view, and declined to 
make any change. : 

om Wanted Whotesaters tncinded.. 

Cowncilman J. C. Harrison, repre- 
senting the retail grocers, asked the 
committee to make the ordinance apply 
to wholesale houses, in so. far as it re- 
quires that any fruit or other articles 
displayed on the street shall be 
screened, 

McCullough Bros., the Broad street 
commission merchants, protested 
against this, as they declared that in 
the transaction of their business thev 
must necessarily display some of their 
produce on the street for a short time 
at least, and that it would be utterly 
impossible for them to do business 
if they were compelled to screen a 
crate of strawberries or other com- 
modity every time they took the top 
off. Mr. McCullough pointed out, how- 
ever, that their goods are not display- 
ed on the street for sale for any length 
of time, and are exposed only long 
enough to load them on the wagons 
or to store them inside the house. 

The committee decided that it were 
best to submit the ordinanec to coun- 
cil just\as it is, and so voted. 

Just before the vote was taken At- 
torney Malvern Hill entered a strong 
protest against the ordinance as it 
then stood. He wanted to know if the 
board intended to require the manu- 
facturers of soft drinks to screen their 
places of business, and expressed the 
opinion “that as many germs can be 
bottled up as can be wrapped up.”’ 

Dangers of the Fly. 

On motion of Dr. Dorsey, a commit- 
tee was appointed to investigate the 
cost of printing some circulars depict- 
ing the dangers which lie in the oper- 
ations of the fly and urging the adop- 
tion of every feasible method for get- 
ting rid of the pest. 

Dr. Van Dyke introduced a resolu- 
tion recommending to council that the 
city charter be amended so that in fu- 
ture officials and employees of the san- 
itary department shal! be put under 
civil service. The resolution was 
adopted. 

The ordinance of Councilman Guess 
providing that at some‘early date the 
meat and milk inspectors of the city 
be given an examination as to their 
knowledge of the busines$ in whic.w 
they are engaged was referred to a 
committee consisting of Drs. Bradficid. 
Van Dyke and Dorsey.

One of the kidnapers was partial- 
ly identified as Dennis Hart, a notori- 
ous post office and bank robber, who 
recently broke jail at Albuquerque. 

Entering the mother’s bed room the 
two masked men pointed revolvers at 
Mrs. Rogers and demanded the baby. 
She offered them her jewels, silver- 
ware and other valuables, but they 
told her they Mad been waiting for 
months for an opportunity to steal the 
little fellow. She complied. 

No Alarm Given. 

Almost insane through the fear that 
harm would come to her child, the 
mother gave no alarm until yesterday 
when she secured the money from 1o- 
cal bankers and at the appointed hour 
her brother-in-law drove alone to a 
remote point in the mountains eleven 
miles from Las Vegas, where two kid- 
napers received the money. He was 
then directed to drive fifteen miles in 
the opposite direction where, 
ravine by the roadside, 
little as | wrapped in blankets and 
asleep.

Lack ef Co-Operation. 

“The inquiry showed that the bust- 
neBs methods of the service in several 
offices were antiquated and: that, as a 
consequence, there was much duplica- 
tion of work. Instructions from the 
department directing improvements, as 
for example, the proper consolidation 
of mail matter and the conservation of 
equipment, recetved only perfunctory 
attention. 

‘There has been a lack of co-opera- 
tion, also, in carrying into effect cer- 
tain reforms which I had indicated, 
and it wds made evident by the in- 
qury that no proper spirit of co-opera- 
tion with the department existed in 
the railway mail service. The changes 
which have made in the executive 
management of the service will tend, In 
my j ment, toward the accomplish- 
ment, in a satisfactory way. of the re- 
forms in methods end practices which 
we have instituted threughout the pos- 
tal service.” 

Changes Effective Today. 

The changes will become effective 
tomorrow, and the necessary transfers 
will be made as rapidly as possible. 

Theodore Ingalls, the new general 
superintendent of the railway maf! 
@ervice, is regarded as a highly 
trailed postal official. He is entirely 
familiar with the railway mail service, 
having berun his postal work In that 
service and passed through its several 
grades. Subsequently he was. super- 
intendent of mails in the Louisville 
postoffice, postoffice ingpector in the 
field, chief clerk of the division of 
inepection amd acting chief postoffice 
inspector ‘before becoming supdrin- 
tendem of rural mails. 

Alexander Grant is one of the most 
widely known postoffice officials in 
the service. He has been genera) su- 
perintendent for several years, and has 
served most of his official life tn the 
railway mail service.

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Enrico Alfano Holds ihe 
Spectators Spellbound. 


Viterbo, Italy, March 81.—Enrico Al- 
fano, commonly known ag BErricone, 
accused of being the rea] head of the 
Neaopolitan Camorro, perhaps the 
most powerful afid certainly the most 
feared man jn. Italy, was called for. in- 
terrogation in the court of the as- 
sizes today. 

The crities laid at this man’s door 
are numberless, and the machinations 
with which he is credited are almost 
beyond belief, 

The courtroom was crowded to the 
doors, and the interest was intense. 

Under the gruelling today, Erricone 
maintained the insolent assurance 
which, if not disarming suspicion, re- 
peatedly saved him from arrest. At 
his headquarters in the Cafe Fortune, 
where he received his agents, his vic- 
tims and the police, Erricone was 
wont to smile blandly upon those who 
mentioned the Camorra, and say: 
“Do you really believe there is such 
a thing? Why, those are, stories of 
other times.” 

The prisoner was well prepared for 
today’s examination, which was a 
thorough one. He denied every accu- 
sation made against iim, amd ridiculed 
the tradition of his power.. 

Erricone’s Career. 

Erricone began his business career 
as an errand boy ina flower shop. 
Early in life he had a place of his 
owm Then he established a grain | 


market and speculated in cattle, bar- 
gaining with the farmers who visited 
the fairs. He grew wealthy and be- 
came, a usurer, with an office in the 
center of the city. He wore fine 
clothes, and his carriages and horses 
attracted much attention as he drove 
through the streets of Naples. 

Some gix years ago he surrendered 
the highest place in the Camorra, the 
head of the society, to Luigi Zuccl, 
but it is charged that he continued in 
control of the organization. His nom- 
inal office wag heaqg of the Vicaria, 
the most populous and troublesome 
district of Naples. He was repeatedly 
charged with responsibility for or 
complicity of crimes for burglary, the 
white slave traffic, fraud against the 
election laws and business corruption. 

Erricone a Political Power. 


Several timeg arrested, he was inva- 
riably discharged because of lack of 
evidence, or, at the worst, received 
light punishment. These escapes are 
said to have been due to his influence 
with the authorities, many of whom 
owed their offices to his control over 
the votes of the poorer classes, whom 
he often helped. 

Following the murder of Gennare 
Cuoccolo, Enrico was arrested and 
charged with instigating the crime, 
but a way to his release was found in 
the false testimony of the priest, Ciro 
Vitozzi. Fleeing to America, Hfrricone’ 
Was arrested in Brooklyn by Police 
Lieutenaht Petrosino, and has never 
since been a free man. 

Abbatemaggio, the informer, has 
testified that Erricone approved the 
sentences of death imposed upon his 


lo, and his wife, and after the deed 
was done, distributed sums of money 
among the assassins. 

These allegations, as well as that 
concerning his position in the Cam- 
orra, Erricone stoutly denied in reply 
to the questions of President Bianchi 
and the crown prosecutor, Cavaliero 
. todav 

Erricone.held the spectators spell- 
bound ‘with the éloquence of his de- 
nials. 

The man is either innocent or a 
consummate actor. As he proceeded, 
hig slender figure seemed to grow un- 
til it dominated the courtroom. 

Victim of Yellow Journalism, 

“I am a victim of yellow journal- 
ism,” he cried. “I have been ruined 
by carabineers who have made me ap- 
pear as an assassin.”

He denied categorically the accusa- 
tions of the informer, Gennaro Ab- 
batemagzio.

-As the questioning proceeded, Er- 
ricone showed: signs of irritation, 
finally trembling with excitement.

Erricone declared that his character 
was ruined “by the sensationalism of 
that newspaper, The Mattino.

Constantly 
before my eyes is a picture of my in- 
nocent brother, dying in a prison cell 
adoining my own.

Informer Denounced. 


Erricone said that Abbatemaggio’s 
tale of secrets confided to him by oth- 
er Camorrists was absurd. “Abbato- 
maggio,” he said, ‘was considered a 
spy of the police. He went into the 
game having nothing to fear. When 
I was arrested he took possession of 
and sold the harnésses in my stables.” 

In emphasizing what he called the 
absurdities of Abbatemaggio’s accusa- 
tions, Eirricone instanced the gay re- 
turn from Terre del Grece of the a}- 
leged assassins after the murder of 
Cuoccolo. He told of the gathering of 
friends at the railway station to say 
farewell to Ibello and of their drink- 
“Even,” said he, “if we 
were wild animals, was it possible 
for ug to act like this after murdering 
a man, and while preparing to murder 
his wife? This is savagery which only 
a criminal mind like that of Abbate- 
maggio could .conceive.”

(Dr. F. Cc. Walsh, in the April Forum.) 

The state of New York has been bat- 
tling with an epidemic of rabies for the 
past three years, with varying success. 
During that period, one hundred and 
five persons were bitten by animals 


‘that were known positively to be mad. 


‘Thousands of other persons were bit- 


ten, whether or not by mad animals 
was unknown at the time; but—and 
this is an important point—these thou. 
sands suffered just as much in mental 
anguish, until they knew all danger 
was past, as did those ohe hundred 
and five who were known absolutely to 
have been infected by the terrible pol- 
son. Of the one hundred and five ac- 
tual victims, twelve died in agonies, the 
devilish tortures of which surpass any- 
thing ever conceived in the dark an- 
nals of man’s inhumanity to man. And 
the shame written large in these fig- 
ures, taken from official statistics; the 
pity of the condition existing behind 
these cold facts: looms painfully before 
our civic consciousness, when the truth 
is borne home to us that all this ac- 
tual suffering and mental fear is 
wholly preventable and unnecessary. 
The average person is in the habit 
of thinking that the subject of madness 
in animals is something to be consid- 
ered only in the months of July: and 
August, aand then to be put aside and 
entirely ignored for the remaining 
months, particularly the winter ones. 
The New York figures, taken alone, 
show the folly of this belief. They 


show that there were as many victims, 


as a result of rabies in the months of 
January and February, as there were 
in the hot “dog days’ of July and Au- 
gust. These figures alone should show 
the importance of instituting a contin- 
uous, radical policy, with the deter- 
mined object of stamping out forever, 
the ravages of such a terror—terror at 
least to the individual affected. Good 
government in public policy aims to 
strike at all evils which are a menace 
to aven one single individual. But epi- 
demics of rabies—serious ones—are 
ravaging other of our states at this 
very moment, giving to the subject an 
interest of more than local importance.

A Children’s Bureau. 

(H. A. Austin, in the April Forum.) 

For some time past the administra- 
tion at Washington has been endeavor- 
ing to get congress to enact legislation 
providing for the establishing of a chil- 
dren’s bureau in the department of 
commerce and labor, which, to use an 
apt paraphrase, would have for its ob- 
ject the “protection of our infant in- 
industry.” This proposes legislation 
presents a phase of the “protective pol- 
icy” which members of all parties and 
shades of political faith could support 
with credit to themselves and to their 
parties. The benefits to be derived 
from the creation of such a bureau 
would not only affect the present gen- 
eration, but extend far into the future. 
In the establishment of this children’s 
bureau the main object sought to be 
accomplished is the investigation of all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of 
children and child life. It would be es- 
pecially charged with the investiga- 
tion of questions relating to infant 
mortality, the birth raté, physical, men- 
tal and moral degeneracy, dangerous 
occupations, accidents and diseases of 
children, apd to report upon legisla- 
tion affecting children in the various 
states and territories. 

this connection ft is interesting 

to note that recently a certain philan- 
thropic society in the city of Washing- 
ton made an investigation into the 
physical condition of the children at- 
tending the public schools of that city. 
The results of this investigation have 
been published in pamphlet form, to- 
ether with certain simple remedies 
or children’s diseases and sanitary 
rules to be followed. Sixty thousand 
copies of this pamphlet were dis- 
tributed. ~ 

As a result of the investigation it 
was discovered that out of 43,000 pupils 
attending the public schools in Wash- 
ington, an amazingly large number 
had physical defects which should give 
the parents serious concern. For iIn- 
stance, one in each twenty pupils had 
defective eyesight. One in thirty was 
affected with defective hearing. Near- 
ly seven thousand had defective teeth 
which needed attention, ang which af- 
fected the health of the ild. Over 
two thousand were “mouth breathers,” 
suffering from adenoids, larged ton- 
sils, etc., in such aggravated form as to 
impair the health and ind of the 
child: 7603 weer under size;\727 were il- 
nourished, and 923 were anaemic.

Golden Plover’s.Wanderings. 

(From Henry Hoicomb Bennett's “An 
Army of Observation" in April St. 

Nicholas.) ‘ 

One.of the most wonderful instances 
of migration is tnat or the golden 
plover, which winters in the southern 
part of South America and nests in 
the oleak “barren grounds” within the 
Arctic circle, some venturing beyond 
the Arctic Archipelagy, even as bAigh 
as latitude 81, far up in the region of 
everlasting snow and ice. The plovers 
arrive in this inhospitable land dur- 
ing the first week of June, when the 
snow is hardly melted and the little 
lakes are iocked in ice. Here“ they 
hurry to make shabby liittie nests in 
the moss, only a few inches above the 
frozen ground, where they lay their 
eggs and rear their young. As soon 
as the young birds can fly, in August, 
the flocks shift thelr quarters to 
Labrador, where they grow fat on the 
black crowberries whicn cover the 
ground during the short summer there. 
Then they are ready for their wonder- 
ful flight. 

Over Labrador and Nova Scotia they 
fly, and leaving the coast of the latter 
country, they strike directly south- 
ward througn the pathiess air above 
the trackiess sea. Over more than 
1,800 miles of ocean they urge their 
aerial journey to the easternmost of 
the West Indies, where some of them 
break their flight and rest for @® 
time, though others keep on and on, 
until the mainiand of South America 
2,400 from the Nova Sco- 


is reached, 
tian shore, 

Even on the north coast of South 
America the plovers’ journey is not 
snded, for after a brief halt the south- 
ward flight is resumed, across the 
eastern part of Brazil, until the plains 
of Argentina are reached, aimost down 
to Patagonia, where they remain from 
September to March. The native 
birds are busy with their nesting, for 
this is summer in the southern hemis- 
phere; but the visitors from the north 
never nest in the south, though the 
vlimate is favorable and food is abune 
dant. 

When March comes some instinct 
awakens in the golden plover, some 
rm@ysterious influence calls it once 
more to begin its wanderings. North- 
ward it flies again, but not over the 
route’ by which it came south. Th 
course of the first part of their spring 
migration is yet unknown,. but in 
March they appear in Guatemala and 
Texas. By April the long lines are 
winging their northward way over the 
Mississippi prairies; early in May they 
enter Canada, and by ‘June the plovers 
are Once more in the jand of the mid- 
night sun. Eight thousand miles. 
have flown northward from the south- 
8,000 
miles they will go again when the 
nesting season is over, and their 
northern and their southern routes are _ 
3,000 miles apart. : 

No one knows just why the golden 
plover makes this long journey; tin

Russell Bridges’ Statement. 

“Yes, the Auditorium committee 
turned us;down again, and if we were 
playing the baseball game we would 
have to quit, for it would be three 
strikes and out,” said Russell Bridges, 
after the committee had acted. “But I 
think a matter in which so many of the 
people are evidently interested should 
be carried before the- general council, 
and I have asked Mr. Everett, the 
chairman of the committee, to so re- 
port their action, and he has promised 
that he would. The matter will be 
threshed out there soon, I suppose, and 
settled once for all. 

“TI don’t see yet, why. if the Audito- 
rium is to be used at all for profit or 
paid attrdetions, that the Lyceum er 
tertainments should be barred.

OF EDGAR STRIPLING 


Two Strong Communica- 
tions Are Sent to The 
Constitution. 


Strong appeals in behalf of Edgar 
Stripling are made in two com- 
municati8ns which have. been suyb- 
mitteg to The Constitution and wisich 
are printed today. 

In both the letters the writers de- 
clare that Stripling’s life, before and 
after he killed W. J. Cornett in Har- 
(ris county fourteen years ago and 
then escaped after a sentence of life 
imprisonment had been pronounced, 
has been such as to warrant a pardon.

Editor Constitution: I noticed an 
article in The Constitution of March 
29 on the Stripling case. 

Now, this man claims to be a min- 
ister of God, and also claims distinc- 
tion in the scripture that says “As He 
is, SO are we in this present world.” 

Well, he seems to forget that the 
mission of our’ Savior in this world 
was not of vengeance, but one of love 
and mercy. What did He say to the 
sinner who was about to be stoned to 
death in olden times?

Now, I don’t think anyone is justi- 
fiable in taking the life of another, but 
if this Mr. Stripling, in the heat of pas- 
sion, felt that he was justifiable in 
killing the other party, of course, he 
couldn’t feel that he was justifiable in 
calling him out and saying, “Now you 
have a chance to kill me, thereby de- 
priving my wife and children of my 
protection.”

“J. W. Harden, Jr., 27 years old, an 
insurance collector of 130 North Jack- 
son street, was found last night about 
8:45 o’clock under the Forsyth street 
viaduct, where it is thought that he 
had lain some time after being terri- 
bly injured by a passing train.

ORTHORDOX BELIEF 


Dr. Ellenwood to Discuss 
Defects in Pe- 
nology. 


In what he declares will be “a frank 
attack on orthodox religion,” Rev. B. 
Dean Ellenwood, pastor of the First 
Universalist church, announces through 
The Constitution that on next Sunday 
morning at 11 o’clock he will endeavor 
to show that the chief defects in the 
present system of penology are due 
principally to certain fundamental 
doctrines of orthodox theology which 
are “at least unmoral if not positively 
immoral.” 

Dr. Ellenwood’s discussion of the 
System of penology is inspired by the 
case of Edgar Stripling and as Dr. El- 
lenwood says, ‘‘the growing dissatis- 
faction with our present organized ef- 


_fort to reform the waywayd and to de- 


ter the criminally inclined.” 
Dr. Ellenwood says: 


“Editor Constitution: From time to 
time, Ihave found if necessary to re- 
ply either from my pulpit or through 
the press to attacks made on the lib- 
eral interpretation of religion by sin- 
cere but .ill informed representatives 
whose arguments 
usually consist in unjustifiable insinua- 
tions and baseless innuendoes. A ques- 
tion of intense local interest justifies 
the exchange of my customary role of 
defendant for that of aggressor. 

“T have read with much tInterest the 
conflicting comments of my clerical 
contemporaries on the now famous 
Stripling case and I note a significant 
omission in their considerations of the 
causes which operate to render our 
System of penology inadequate to the 
In your col- 
umns a few days ago appeared a very 
forceful ang timely article from Dr. 
Wilmer in which he contends that one 
of the advantages which should be 
taken of the present opportunity is 
that of the education of public opinion 
along the line of new methods of deal- 
ing witl crime and criminals. 

“It 4s plainly evident that there is 
a growing dissatisfaction with our 
present organized effort to reform the 
wayward and to deter the criminally 
inclined. But neither Dr. Wilmer nor 
any of the other -writers 
thoughtful articles in the public press 
have 
past few days, seem to go to the heart 
of the matter in locating the cause 
of our inefficient penology. 

“One of the most recent assailants 
of liberal theology bases his sweeping 
charge of its moral insufficiency on 
the ground that ‘helfef and behavior, 
creed and deed have the most intimate 
relations one to the other.’ I eagerly 
accept his premise’ although I reach by 
it a different conclusion. On the basis 
of his own argument I shall under- 
take to show in my sermon in my 
church on East Harris street, Sunday 
morning at eleven o’clock, that the 
chief defects in our system of penology 
are due, principally, to certain funda- 
mental doctrines of orthodox theology 
which are at least unmoral if not pos- 
itively immoral. 

“In the development of my theme, 
‘The Moral Design of Divine Disci- 
Pline.’” I propose to show that ortho-: 
doxy’s popular teaching regarding 
God's treatment of the sinner, not only 
violates and outrages humanity’s finer 
instincts of justice as well as love but 
also proves itself wanting in essential 
logic and common sense. I believe 
that 1 can demonstrate that the ¢hief 
trouble with our penology may be lo- 
cated in our paganized interpretation 
of Christian theology. 

“Although T propose to take the of- 
fensive and frankly attack orthodox 
religiou, I trust that I will do it in an 
inoffensive manner.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, March 31.—R. G Duna 
& Cos. weekly review of trade to- 
morrow wili say that business looks 
better in prospect than in actuél per- 
formance, for confidence in the future 
is greater than present activity. 

Some lull appears in the demand for 
pig iron and in the markets for finish- 
ed products new orders are developing 
with less rapidity. However, business 
a3 u Whole is of satisfactory propor- 
tions, and in the wire trade, particular- 
ly spring, contracts have exceeded ex- 
pectations, sume manufacturers having 
enough on their books -to keep then 
busy up to the end of the year. Re 
ducing operations are in effect at the 
plate miils, which are now running at 
from 55 to 60 per cent of capacity; 
but the 7 per cent rate pig iron pro- 
duction of the leading interest is main- 
tained and additional furnaces have 
been blown in during the past month. 
Equipment orders from the railroads 
come out slowly, but one bridge pro- 
ject will: require about 6,000 tons and 
considerable other work is pending. 

The tin plate mills are enjoying 
much activity, one company operat- 
ing at 90 per cent of capacity, and 


‘some contracts have been placed as far 


ahead as the third quarter. 

The primary cotton goods markets 
‘are somewhat steadier at the new 
low level reached on domestic bleach- 
ed cottons, and revisions in other lines 
have not estarted. Export shipments 
today this year are nearly double those 
of a year ago. Jobbers report a lim- 
trade, with retailers especially 
cautious on cotton goods lines, and 
the same feeling is noted among buy- 
ers of woolens and worsteds and some 
of the dress goods mills have been re- 
leasing employees. Knit goods asso- 
ciations are cautioning their members 
to curtail production and thus avoid 
accumulations. 

Trade in footwear continues back- 
ward but the situation shows improve- 
ment, notwithstanding the volume of 
business is not what it should be at 
this season. There is some increase 
in the demand for domestic packer 
hides, though no activity exists. 

Failures this week 244 in the United 
States against 227 last vear, and 18 in 
Canada compared with 21 a year ago. 

Country trade remains dull. Col- 
lections are slow and iextensions are 
being freely requested.

COTTON STATEMENT 


New Orleans: March 81.—Seeretary Hester's 
New Orleans Cotton Exchange statement issued 
today covers the monthly movement to 
March 31, ° 

Compared with last year, it shows a de- 
crease of 71,100 for the month in round fig- 
ures; compared with year before last, a de 
crease of 309,000, and with 1908 a decrease of 
251,000. 

The total for March was 461,528, against 
588,179 last year, 770,508 year before last and 
712,216 same time in 1908. 

The movement from September 1 to March 
$1. inclusive, shows receipts at all United 
States ports 1,137,925, against 6,483,979 last 
Year, 8,700,469 year before last “and 7,407,387 
same time m 1908; overland across the Missis- 
sippi, Ohio and tomac rivers to northern 
mills and Canada 810,870, against 658,963 last 
year, 1,022,473 year before last and 515,22 
same time in 1908; southern mills’ taking, 
exclusive of quantity consumed at southern 
outports, 1,629,000, against 1,631,500 last year, 
1,682,000 vear before last and 1,577,000 same 
time in 1908, 

These make the total movement of the cot- 
ton crop brought into sight during the seven 
months ending close of March § 10,771,165, 
against 9,140,110 last year, 11,942,081 year be- 
fore last and 9,926,065 same time in 1908. 

Northern spinners took during March 114,- 
962 bales, against 273,674 last year, 220,140 
year before last, increasing their total for the 
seven months to 1,761,595, against 1,742,348 
last year and 2,234,796 the ‘year before. This 
makes thelr average weekly takings for the 
season 56,166, against 437,530 last year and 
2,311 the year before. 

Foreign exports for the seven months of the 
season have been 6,634,214 bales, showing an 
increase over last season of 1,681,291 and a 
decrease under the same period year before 
last of 364,052. 

Stocks at the seaboard and the 29 leading 
southern interior markets on March 81 were 
958,250, against 1,029,242 the same date last 
year and 1,282,893 the year before. 

Inciuding’ port and interior town stocks left 
over from the prvious season and the number 
of bales of the current crop brought into 
sight during the seven months, the supply has 
been 11,019,127, against 9,393,426 last year and 
12,223,878 the year before. 

Up to March 31 last year 86 76-100 per cent 
of the cotton crop had been marketed, and 
for: the seven months in 1909 the percentage 
of the crop brought into sight was 86 38-100, 
for the same time in 1908 the percentage mar- 
keted was S85 78-100. 

The amount brought into sight during the 
past week has’ been 08,988, against 133,458 for 
the seven days ending March 31 last year, 
150,116 year before last and 148,741 same time 
in 1908. The amount of the crop brought into 
sight for the seven months from September to 
March, inclusive. is 1.630.000 ahead of last 
year./1,171,000 behind year before last and 
845.000 ahead of 1908.

With them when they go to Nashville 
these gentlemen will carry most urgent 
invitations to come to Atlanta for their 
next annual conference, from Governor 
Brown, in behalf of the state; the city 
council, Mayor Winn, in behalf of the 
city; the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
the Evangelical Association of this city, 
the Methodist Ministers’ Aégsociation of 
the city and a number of other organi- 
zations. 

Besides this, the committee will be 
well fortified with facts about Atlanta 
and the accommodations she tan fur- 
nish the conference which is one of the 
largest bodies of its kind in the world.
